“Unicam eral has become a ‘m ess’—Griswold,’' 
reads a headline in the esteem ed N ebraska City 
News PresB of Tuesday, ^ ite d and comp iled by 
the adm irable J. Hyde Sweet.

“Charging th at the U nicam eral legislature may 
become a me.ss, G overnor Dwight Griswold said 
sessions will have to be shortened so honest, high- 
grade m en w ill file for office. 
‘You can’t exp ect 
good meñ to come down here and w ork from Ja n u ­ 
ary to June,’ the governor said, in urging that 
sessions be no longer than thi’ee m onths.’’ 
M r. Sweet’s indifference to the three-letter 
word “m ay,” as it ap p ears in the news story, 
certainly p uts the governor in a cozy corner. W hat 
did the governor mean by “honest high-grade 
m en?’’ 
Here w ere 43 distinguished legislators in 
1943 sweating, laboring, battling to discharge their 
duties.
